Actuary Will be Employed 
to Examine Systems in Use 
in Other Cities 


The City Council] yesterday au- 
thorized Efficiency Director Eld- 
ridge to employ an actuary at a 
salary of $300 a month, to study 
the systems in use in other 
cities and report a new —— 
plan for all Los * ty em- 
pl ees. Director ridge said 
e would endeavor to obtain the 
services of Victor Montgomery, 
an expert who was active in the 
preparation of the pension system 
in use at San Francisco. Under 
the latter plan, and those in use 
in New York and other eastern 
cities, as well as in the Los An- 
geles county government employees 
contribute from their salaries to- 
ward the pension fund and the 
city also contributes. This sys- 
tem prevents a heavy and grow- 
ing burden on the taxpayers, as 
is necessary with the present Los 
Angeles pension system for police- 
men and fremen.
